Breakdown from Worry Brings 
News He’s Rich and Well. 


New York, Sept. 19.--[Special.]—Wall 
street was startled today by a story that 
Henry H. Rogers, vice president of the 
Standard Oil company, had been stung ”’ 
to the tune of $40;000,000 in his Virginia raill- 
road project and that his breakdown was 
due primarily to worry over impending bank- 
ruptcy. 

While the street was still pondering over 
the portentous news friends of Mr. Rogers 
ran about spreading the tidings that the 
story was made out of whole cloth, that 


of a little fortune of about $200,000,000, most- 
ly in cash in the bank, and that finally, far 
from being a physical wreck from money 
worries, he had quite recovered from his 
recent indisposition and is feeling fine for 
an old man, thank you. 


Half Fortune Gone, Is Rumor. 

Reports have been current in Wall street 

for some time that H. H. Rogers of the Stand- 
ard Oil company has been heavily interested 
in the Tidewater railway project in Virginia 
and that he had lost heavily by the invest- 
ment. According to the stories previously 
circulated, upwards of 40 per cent of Mr. 
Rogers’ fortune has been involved in the 
Tidewater investment. Today it was report- 
ed that the personal obligation incurred 
by Mr. Rogers @mounted to at least $40,- 
000,000, = \ 
The story that startled the financial district 
went on to say that to meet demands in con- 
nection with the construction of the Virginia 
railroad: Mr. Rogers had been forced to sacri- 
fice huge blocks of valuable stocks, such 
as Standard Oijl, Consolidated Gas, Union 
Pacific, and St. Paul. 

That was the alarm and it was quickly an- 
swered by intimate friends of Mr. Rogers 
through these reasssuring facts. 

Mr. Rogers has invested about $80,000,000 
in the Virginia railroad enterprise. At the 
outset it was expected to complete the work 
in about a year and a half. Mr. Rogers 
provided the bonds during the first year, and 
when additional sums were needed resorted 
to the $10,000,000 loan which was made last 
spring. C. M. Pratt and G. M. Hyams are 
interested with Mr. Rogers in the Tidewater 
enterprise. 


Has $200,000,000 Left, However. 

Regarding that part of the story suggesting 
that Mr. Rogers had been forced to part with 
eome of his high priced investment stocks to 
provide funds called for by the railroad which 
he undertook to build, his friends declared it 
had no more foundation than the rumor that 
it was worry over the Tidewater undertaking 
which caused the breakdown in his health. 
His friends admitted, however, that Mr. 
Rogers did sell large blocks of stocks at the 
high prices which prevailed so time ago. 
Among them was a large amount of St. Paul, 
which he is said to have sold practically at the 
highest price which that stock reached. His 
financial position, it was asserted, instead of 
being in any way uncomfortable is stronger 
today than ever in the past. 
These friends "who spoke for Mr. Rogers 
said that his fortune today could not be 
reckoned at less than $200,000,000, and that 
a large share of it was in cash, as a result of 
the sales of securities which he made before 
the recent collapse in prices began. 


Morgans Deny One Rogers Story. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. added to the rehabilita- 
tion of Mr. Rogers as a financial power by 
issuing a formal denial of a report that the 
firm had taken over from Kuhn, Loeb & Co. a 
large block of Union Pacific stock which the 
latter had held for the account of H. H. Rog- 
ers. The amount of Union Pacific involved 
in the rumored transaction was variously 
stated from $6,000,000 to $60,000,000. 

Mr. Rogers’ big plunge into the railroad 
business was tak3n about five years ago, 
when he started to build in West Virginia a 
low grade road which would parallel the 
Norfolk and Western. His object was to 
carry coal and lumber to tidewater. The 
line was to be 444 miles long. Only 125 miles 
have be2n completed. 

Railway officials, who have watched the 
construction of the road with intense inter- 
est from the beginning, say that the project, 
even at this stage, is more or less prob- 
lematic. It is confidently believed, however, 
that Rogers will gain his end and see the 
mileage completed. : 

It was learned some months ago that the 
Standard Oll man and his associates had 
bought up all the available lumber and coal 
lands in West Virginia. These purchases 
amounted to thousands of acres and will in 
some future time supply the: Tidewater road 
with traffic. 

Rogers Almost Well Now. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 10.—[Special.}]—Dr. 
Charles A. Pratt of this city, who has been 
paying visits to Henry H. Rogers at his sum- 
mer home in Fairhaven, now considers Mr. 
Rogers so much improved that he has ceased 
altogether his calls upon the oil magnate. 
Dr. Pratt says Mr. Rogers looks immeasur- 
ably better now than he did after his nervous 
stroke in New York and that if he continues 
to rest as he does now there will be no reason 
for apprehension as to his condition. 
| Mr. Rogers has been taking quiet exercise 
each day with Indian clubs, and each morn- 
ing after breakfast he takes a stroll about 
his estate. 

It is practically certain, however, that Mr. 
Rogers never will resume his position at the 
head of the oll trust.

Girl Once Declared Insane Freed 
and Takes a Husband. 


RAPS HER GUARDIAN HARD. 


Judge Declares Helen McBean Men- 
tally Sound; She Gets $20,000. 


When the Rev. Father Edward F. Goetz 
last night performed a wedding ceremony for 
Eben S. Martin of 9 Oakwood crescent and 
Miss Helen McBean there ended a pretty and 
a strange romance. 

The bride has been cared for by strangers 
ever since childhood, and there gréw about 
her a carelessness that caused her to be 
charged with being a kleptomaniac and ad- 
judged insane. 

Two years ago she met the groom at the 
Pennoyer sanitarium, where both were un- 
dergoing treatment, and a subsequent at- 
tachment ripened into love. Then steps Were 
taken to have the insanity. adjudication lift- 
ed. These efforts culminated in Judge Cut- 
ting of the Probate court decreeing during 
th: afternoon that she was of sound mind and 
giving her full control over a $20,000 estate 
left by her father. 


Takes Slap at Her Guardian. 

The guardian released from further respon- 
sibility to the estate is George B. McBean, 
president of the Mechanical and Electrical 
Manufacturing company, a cousin of the 
bride. The new Mrs. Martin made some in- 
sinuations against her guardian in her peti- 
tion for freedom. 

To such allegations Mr. McBean, the former 
guardian, replied: “I feel gratified that I 
no longer have the responsibility of Miss Mc- 
Bean. Our whole family feels thankful to 
Mr. Martin for taking her off our hands. In 
regard to the inference made that I have 
mismanaged her estate, the records in the 
hands of Judge Cutting speak for themselves. 
I defy any one to show that I have used any of 

her money wrongfully.”’ 8 

| The bride in her petition Yeclared that she 
is now 21 years old, that three years ago 
her guardian, who had been the executor 
of her father’s estate, willfully and unknown 
to her caused the court to find that she

it a regular habit to take things. 

The guardian filed an account showing 
that he had spent $6,459.36 in caring for the 
girl while he received but $6,282.31 from the 
estate, and he claims there is still due him 
3170.08. 8

Importers of precious stones in the Maiden 
lane district are giving much of their time 
| these days to discus- 
sions of the nature of 
a new kind of sap- 
phire which began to 
reach the city from 
Paris about two 
weeks ago. The experts have divided into two 
classes and argue sharply. Some hold that 
the stone is a scientific or reconstructed sap- 
phire and entitled to a place in public, esteem 
similar to that of scientific rubies, while 
others deny it. 

The ruby is the only precious stone that 
can be made in the laboratory on a paying 
basis, unless the claim as to the new sap- 
phire is sustained. 

Hydrofiuoric acid has no effect on the new 
imitation stones. This is the test common- 
ly used now by retail jewelers. The imita- 
tion, however, has a specific gravity con- 
siderably lower than that of the real sap- 
phire and is softer. Another difference is 
that, while the natural stone refracts dif- 
ferent colors brilliantly from different sur- 
faces, the imitations do this only slightly or 
not at ali, ‘

TURMOIL AT SESSION’S END. 


J. J, Sonsteby Is Obliged by Wardens 
d Relinqtish Floor. 


Turmoil marked the closing day of the 
national prison congress at the Auditorium 
when John J. Sonsteby, deposed member ot 
the Dunne board of education, attempted. 
uninvited, to make a labor union speech to 
the wardens, advocating A suppression of 
convict work on clothing and garments. 

The furore aroused by his remarks was so 
great that Chairman James A. Leonard 
was obliged to call for order by vigorous 
use of the gavel. He ruled out Mr. Sonsteby 
from further talk and subsequently from 
the flocy of the convention. 

The disturbance was started by Mr. Son- 
steby when there were calls for discussion 
on the papers that had been read. 


Says Millions Are Suffering. 


Mr. Sonsteby at onte secured recognition, : 


and began by saying: 


represent the United Garment Workers | 


of America and desire to speak on condition 
existing in prisons where garments are 
mad. ‚ 

I want to say to you, wardens and dele- 
gates, that prison made garments and cloth- 
ing are driving bread and butter from the 
mouths and homes of millions of people in 
the United States. To have garments made 
by convicts, and perhaps by negroes, and 
then placed in the free market to be worn by 
free men at prices that prevent legitimate 
competition, is bad enough, but to do this is 
robbing men, women, and children of work. 
The poorly paid sweatshop worker even is 
prevented from work.“ 


Dozen Clamor for Recognition. 

At this point Warden T. H. Whittaker of 
the Jeffersonville (Ind.) prison secured the 
floor, while a dozen delegates were clamor- 
ing for recognition, all speaking at once. 

“I want to say to this man, whoever he 
may be,’’ shouted the Indiana warden, with 
finger shaken in the direction of Mr. Sonste- 
by, that you are on the wrong track.“ 

That's right, warden—soak him,“ came 
from half a dozen voices throughout the 
room, 

He doesn’t belong here,“ came the cry. 
% What's he butting in here for, anyway? 

It you will close up the sweatshops, con- 
tinued Warden Whittaker at the top of his 
voice and heard ahove the din, “ you will do 
some good. The sweatshops you advocate 
are a menace to life, health, and liberty and 
are little short of slayery. 

ou can make nothing by attacking 
prisons for practices believed in by men of 
brain and ability.“ 

“They will not institute class Is gislation 
to please you, union labor, or anyone on 
earth. We must work these prisoners or 
have revolt. I will use my influence in this 
direction so long as I have administration of 
a penal institution.“ 

This convention, remarked a warden 
from the back of the hall, started with a 
fuss the first day, had another the second day, 
and is now winding up with the third one. 
It goes down to history as the liveliest meet- 
ing we have ever held.“ 


Would Abolish County Jails. 

The Cook county jail isn't the only penal 
institution that needs reforming.“ accord- 
ing to the Rev. H. H. Hart of Chicago, 
secretary of the National] Children’s Home 
society, who spoke at the night session. 

The time is ripe for this association in its 
reform work to strike at the heart of the 
county jails throughout the country.“ said 
Mr. Hart. The last thirty years has seen 
no advance in them, and it is time they were 
done away with, and jails supervised by the 
state substituted. 

“ Poday I visited the Cook county jall, and 
found the conditions there the same as they 
are elsewhere. I saw there a little Greek 
boy, 15 years of age, imprisoned among a lot 
of criminals, and for what reason?

| Downtown Property Owners 


Move on Board with Over- 
valuation Charges, 


WOULD KILL ENTERPRISE 


Claimed Assessments May Re- 
strict. Building and Alleged 
Figures Are Withheld.: 


Fifteen indignant owners of property with- 
in the business district of Chicago will move 
on the board of review at noon today. Armed 
with a set of caustic resolutions, in which 
the recent valuations of the board of assess- 
ore are characterized as being out of all pro- 
portion and amounting practically to con- 
fiscation of property, the committee will plead 
for large reductions in the assessments upon 
downtown property. 

The committee was authorized to proceed 


in this manner at a meeting of several nun- 


dred real estate owners and agents at the 
Great Northern theater at noon yesterday. 
It was the first time in Chicago such a col- 
lection of wealthy property holders had ever 
been brought together under one roof. The 
comparatively poor man, who could only 
boast of one store building in State street, 
rubbed elbows. with the representative of the 
big concern owning a skyscraper or two. 

Randall W. Burns presided. Augustus N. 
Eddy, Byron L. Smith, Emanuel Mandel, 
Robert H. Parkinson, David . Shanahan, 
C. F. Gunther, and others made speeches. 
Howard Gray offered the resolutions, and 
after they had been amended to make the 
committee provide for fifteen instead of three 
they were passed unanimously. 


Would Restrict Building, 

These resolutions alleged the valuations 
were fdr in excess of the actual fair cash 
values, and that the board of assessors had 
made things even worse by withholding 
their figures until it was practically too late 
for owners to file their complaints. It was 
charged the figures arrived at would have 
the effect of restricting building enterprise. 
The resolutions demanded large reductions 
on properties lying between Twelfth street 
on the gouth, the river on the north, and 
between Lake Michigan on the east and the 
river on the west, the reduction to correspond 
with recent bonafide sales. 

Before the adoption of the resolutions 
many of the real estate owners took occa- 
sion to call attention to features of the as- 
sessment. 


Cite Cases of Overvaluation. 

“I bought a piece of property in Clark 
street two years ago for 329,000, said Rob- 
ert H. Parkinson. The improvements are 
insignificant, nothing but repairs have been 
made on it, and the rent does not amount 
to anything. That place is assessed at 
585,000.“ 


James F. Porter bought an improved 
property two years ago for $254,000,” an- 
nounced another speaker. Now it is as- 
sessed at 8350, 000.“ 

A representative of J. B. Pierce tald of the 
purchase three years ago of the lot and 
building at 288-285 Michigan avenue. 

Mr. Pierce paid $83,000 for the property,”

Threaten a Personal Attack. 

-The threat is made that if Judge Grosscup 
consents to his receiver keeping his promise 
to the city council when the recent reprieve 
of 140 days was granted the Union Traction 
interests and keeps on rehabilitating the 
properties, a personal attack would be made 
on him, the New York publication reading: 

So decided are the views of the eastern

This could 
not be confirmed tonight, but Mr. Russel: did 
say: 
“The most important action in connection 
with the strike was taken on Wedne day, 
and we are satisfied that it will bring a speedy 
and satisfactory settlement.“ 


Eager to Arbitrate. 
The men who went to Washington were 
Thomas L. Mahan, president of the Union 
Telegraphers league and miember of the 
telegraph strikers’ executive committee in 
New York, and Arthur G. Douglass, chair-.

Bunker 250 Yards from Tee Cleared 
on Fly by W. H. Horne—Feat Out- 
does Walter J. Travis’ Big Swipe. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—What is believed to be 
@ record drive was made on the Beckenham 
Golf club’s course today by W. H. Horne, 
the local professional.

‘PAYING FOR THE INSANE. 
By a new law of the state of Illinois 
the cost of caring for insane persons not 
indigent is put upon the estates or tho 
families of the insane. Until now the 
public treasury has paid all expenses of 
inmates of state institutions except where 
relatives have been willing to pay for |. 
clothing. =. 
The new law, in addition to 3 
the insane from county almshouses, makes 
nx the duty of the state ioners of 
public charities to collect from the estates 
or the families of the insane, where they 
nere able to pay, the, full cost of. the 
maintenance of such patients. Special 
agents are to be appointed to perform the 
work of collection, in order that the rela- 
tions between the superintendents and 
their patients may not be affected in auy | 
way by payment or nonpayment. 
In only seven states of the union is the 
whole cost of the maintenance of the ia- 
dzane met by the state. In twenty-nine it 
is met by the family of the patient or by 
his estate whenever it is possible to col- 
let anything. In four states patients are 
5 taken without regard to the financial con- 
dition of the family, but receive special 
: : privileges if paid for. In several states, 
especially at the south, patients with
